{LEGISLATURE. 


Judge McKeown recently held that 
•th® late legislature overstepped Its 
lower in legislating at a special ses­ 
sion upon a subject which was not 
specifically submitted for its consid­ 
eration b ythe governor. 
The effect of this opinion is the re­ 
tention of the state enforcement offi­ 
cer, which office the legislature sought j 
to abolish. 


The Oklahoman has always regard­ 
ed the position of state enforcement 
officer as a wholly unnecessary, inef­ 
fective and farcial appendage to a 
system which looks no different to us 
than our system for the suppression 
of all crime and we would shed “nary” 
a tear if the office was relegated to 
the junk heap; but the decision in this 
case seems to follow the law and will 
doubtless be upheld 
in the 
higher 
courts. 
•We have a constitutional provision 
hi this state which expressly prohibits 
the legislature, sitting in special ses­ 
sion, from dealing with any subject 
■at specifically submitted to ii by the 
governor. The rn aas ages of Governor 
Cruoe to the special session will be 
searched in vain for a recommenda­ 
tion for the abolition of the state en­ 
forcement office. As a matter of well 
known fact, he regards the place in 
the light of serving a useful service. 
R is not at all probable, therefore, 
Jmt he would ask the legislature to 
repeal the law creating H. 
®it our legislatures do a good many 
queer things. One of these is dealing 
with subjects in special session which 
ara not properly before them and an­ 
other 
is attaching 
the 
emergency 
clause to practically every bill which 
comes along. 
The right of the legislature to de­ 
clare an emergency is limited to acts 
for the immediate preservation of the 
public peace, health or safety, not­ 
withstanding this limitation we find it 
■sing its power to declare emergen­ 
cies every time an important meas­ 
ure is before it and thus 
not only 
thwarting the constitutional 
intent, 
fort also denying the people the right 
to a referendum on the bulk of the 
veal legislation turned oat. 
Judge 
McKeown’s 
opinion 
will 
doubtless serve a wholesome end even 
if we are compelled to suffer the lux­ 
ury of a public functionary indefinite­ 
ly who is about Us necessary as the 
second tail to a pig.—Oklahoman.

It is not love for their venerable 
monarch alone which inspires 
loyal 
Austrians to pray for the prolonga­ 
tions of the Emperor’s life, but the 
dread of the uncertainties of the fu­ 
ture if the Emperor should die. It is 
fully realized that t*he most 
serious 
complications are in store for the dual 
monarchy in thalt case. 
Under 
the 
Salic law, by which the succession to 
th© throne of Austria is governed, the 
succession follows in the male line of 
the Hapsburg family. When 
Crown 
Prince Rudolf, the 
Emerpor’s 
only 
son, met his death in a mysterious 
; manner in 1889, the succession to the 
throne devalved upon the Archduke 
Earl Ludwig, younger brother of the 
Emperor. The Arch duke died in 1896 
and his eldest son. Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, born In 1863, became the 
heir-presumptive 
to 
the 
Austrian 
throne. 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
has 
never been popular in Austria. He is 
strongly identified with the ultramon­ 
tane or church party, is reputed a re­ 
actionary, has no regard or consider­ 
ation for the people who will some 
day be bis subjects 
and considers 
them too far beneath him to deserve 
recognition. He is also known to be 
<a Slavophil, another reason for the 
German-speaking Austrians to dis­ 
like him. Under the so-called Prag­ 
matic Sanction the crown of Hungary 
shall always be held by the occupant 
of the throne of Austria. By virtue of 
this document, the existence of which 
has recently been questioned, Francis 
Ferdinand would, thanks to his suc­ 
cession to the Austrian throne, become 
ipso facto king of Hungary. But the 
Hungarians have no love for Francis

Ferdinand. They have shown an in­ 
clination to emancipate themselves 
from the shadow of 
the 
Pragmat­ 
ic Sanction and, as the Salle Law has 
no power in Hungary, the Hungarians 
will probably recognize Archduchess 
Elizabeth, daughter of the late Crown 
Prince Rudolf, as the rightful heir to 
the crown of St. Stephen. 
This eventuality was forseen by the 
Emperor and his advisors, and an ef­ 
fort was made to bring about a mar­ 
riage between Francis Ferdinand and 
Archduchess Elizabeth. But the plan 
was frustrated by the obstinacy of 
PVancis Ferdinand, who bad fallen in 
love with Countess Chotek, formerly 
a lady of the court In spite of the 
Emperor’s opposition Francis Ferdi­ 
nand entered into a morganatic mar­ 
riage with the handsome Countess said 
the Emperor acquiesced 
in the 
ar­ 
rangement, after Francis Ferdinand 
had signed a document relinquishing 
all rights to the throne for any sons 
from this morganatic union. 
'As Francis Ferdinand Is not likely 
to enter into another marriage with a 
princess of royal blood, the throne, 
after his death would go to his neph­ 
ew, Archduke 
Karl 
Francis Josef, 
who is married to Princess Zita of 
Parma and has a son from her. Un­ 
fortunately there is a prospect that 
matters will not run smoothly; in the 
fntnre. The morganatic wife % Fran­ 
cis Ferdinand in by no means willing 
to give up for her children the right 
to the throne and it is believed that 
her husband is determined, in the case 
of the Emperor's death, to declare the 
former Countess Cretek his rightful 
consort and entitled to the 
title of 
Empress. This step would meet with 
powerful opposition in many quarters 
and cause no end of complications it 
not serious disturbances which might 
endanger the internal peace if not the 
integrity of the monarchy.

Also that he attended re­ 
ligious worship regularly and realty 
wanted for nothing. He was not so 
sure that he could be so comfortable 
at home. Because of that doubt he ob­ 
jected to a pardon and . expressed a 
determination-to remain a prisoner.

“I have a nice flock of Leghorn 
chickens which have some kind of 
chickenpox or sorehead. The comb 
and gills have white colored knots on 
them and they turn brown or black 
in about a week or ten days after 
breaking o u t Will you kindly give tho 
recipe for some remedy that would 
cure this disease?”—C. ©. R., Holden­ 
ville, Oklahoma. 
Chickenpox or sorehead la a com­ 
paratively 
common 
disease sm ote 
chickens. Very little is known about 
the specific cause of this disease, but 
it can certainly be transmittde from 
it can certainly be transmitted from 
coming in contact with one another, 
or by the affected birds contaminat­ 
ing the drinking water or food supply 
It may also be transmitted by mos­ 
quitoes, gnat flies, chicken mites, lice, 
etc. 
,g 
Isolate all affected birds and use 
potassium permanganate in the drink­ 
ing water of the birds which do not 
show infection. Remove toe crust or 
nodules from the affected birds a te ' 
treat the sores with a 2 percent eola­ 
tion of creolfo. Then dust the stores 
thoroughly with iodoform and grease 
dally with vaseline until toe sore por­ 
tions are healed.—Arthur >F. Rolf, De­ 
partment of Poultry Husbandry, Ok­ 
lahoma A. and M. college, Stillwater,.
